Gas Storage Tank Blows 


Up^-Injures

4,200,000 Cubic Feet of Gas Explodes—Drives 


Chicagoans from Homes in Terror, 


Chicago, July 31.—A tank sixty feet 


wide and one hundred feet high on- 
aining thousands of cubic feet of 
gas, blew up today at Twenty-fifth 
and Throop streets, a section inhabl- 
ed mostly by laborers, injuring more 
han a score of persons, set fire to 
a dozen houses and caused many per- 
lons within an area of several blocks 
o be overcome by the fumes. 
The 


lames were brought under control 
by the fire department. 


RUSHED TO HOSPITALS 


Within thirty milnutes after the ex- 
losion twenty-five injured persons 
had been taken to hospitals and doi- 
ns of others were said to be recelv- 
ng attention in private homes. The

CAUSE UNKNOWN.

Within a few seconds 
houses were burning and scores of 
persons were fleeing

RESERVE SUPPLY. 


The tank Is one of those In which 


the city's reserve gas 
supply

stored. Nearby are two smaller tanks 
be'onging to the same company and 
within a short distance there are 
tanks owned by other companies. The 
police say it was a miracle that these 
tanks did not explode 
Gas manufac- 


tured In various plants in the city 
and in Indiana are piped to these 
tanks for storage.

Corn— Real American Dish

Corn is an American 
dish which 


always is appreciated. 
The recipes 


In which green corn, canned corn, or 
corn ground into meal Is used are 
strictly American' dishes. 


The Indians taught the early set- 


tlers to use corn, anfl one of their 
dishes is succotash— corn and beans 
cooked together, a delicious- dish. 


Our ancestors did not always have 


a large number of utensils and this 
lack 
produced 
many 
well-known 


dishes, as chowders, the New Eng- 
land boiled dinner, stews and vege- 
table soup. 


When fish was not available they 


used corn for making, the chowder. 
With bread and butter, sometimes a 
salad, and a dessert, one could ask 
for nothing more 


The United States Originated the 


"gre«n corn on the cob" custom. If 
the corn Is tender, cooked well and 
eaten' hot with plenty of butter, is 
there anything more delicious? 


If the three husks nest the cob 'are 


left on and bearded at the ends Jhe 
corn is much sweeter and keeps hot 
a longer time. Serve, of course, with 
these husks on — they are easily re- 
moved ^t the table. 


For those who do not llke> to eat 


corn from the cob the kernels may 
be cut from the cob and cooked with 
butter ana just enough water to keep 
it from burning.' Salt, .pepper and 
sugar to taste are added. . 
' 


Boiled earn may be cut from the 


cob, 
when 
cold, and made Into 


many delicious dishes, 
as fritters 


and 
pudding, or may 
be simply 


heated 
in milk and then seasoned 


to taste, with butter added. 


A cream of corn soup 
Is one of 


the nicest of the cream soups, and 
may be made with fresh or canned 
corn. 


Corn and chicken go well together, 


and when one has a little roasted or 
bolied chicken 
and some corn left 


these may be scalloped and make a 
very satisfying supper Tjish.

Chop the chicken, 
cut 
the corn 


from the cob, and place in layers in 
a buttered baking dish. Season well 
and add 
some gravy or intlk to 


moisten. Cover with buttered crumbs 
and bate until * thoroughly, heated 
and crumbs are a nice brown.

bean's, tomatoes, 
with chicken

aearch for a scion of Russian nobil- 
ity ended Sunday when representa- 
tives of the Red Cross society locat- 
ed Leon Czarowitch Gusseff in Clin- 
ton, serving as a private in Company 
I* 132nd Light Artillery. The identi- 
fication was made complete by n scar 
•n the lad's left hand. 


Search for the lad has covered a 


.period of-several years and was con- 
ducted by the Bed Cross in the Inter- 
est of friends in this country who 
oame frorr Russia, the 
hunt being 


inade the more difficult on account 
of Gtisseff changing his name twice. 


•MUGGLED ONTO TRANSPORT. 
The story of the lad's disappear- 


ance and the search for him is but 
•ne of the many encountered by the 
Jted Cross society. The boy, at thrj 
age of fourteen, crrpt into the Amer- 
ican lines after ail of his relatives 
had been killed «nd after he had es- 
caped similar fate by many narrow 
Margins. 


He was cared for by the doughboys 


and smuggled into the transport by 
George'Lance, who served as a cook 
ta the American army. Lance turned 
him over to the Red Cross at Camp 
I>evoM, where he was held until the 
Immigration 
authorities "completed 


arrangements for his acceptance and 
adoption by Lance. 


, Young Gusseff was taken to New 


Albany, Ind., 
by Lance, who later 


Married. The bride did not 
take 


kindly to the adopted son. Some time- 
afterward the lad was taken to Chi- 
cago by Lance and turned adrift with 
SIS in money to struggle for exist- 
ence. 


R. C. GETS BUST. 


An 'investigation by the Red Cross 


society conducted by mall brought 
no results and a representative-sent 
to New Albany was unable to get any 
information from 
the Lance family 


as to his whereabouts. The repre- 
sentative spent a week in New Al- 
bany and interested the local work- 
ers 
In the case, who made inquiries 


among the boy's playmates which re- 
sulted in discovering the fact that he 
had been tak^n away by Lance. 


RESORT TO RUSE. 


A ruse was then resorted to by 


Krs. Nannie Hunlwell, an officer of 
'the Red Cross who dispatched a let- 
ter to the boy tn c.ire of Lance and 
worded in a manner tending to make 
one believe that it was written by a 
girl friend. This letter was forward- 
ed io Gusseff at 
Chicago 
by the 


Laneo family and brought an answer 
to Mrs. Huniwell direct from the boy, 
**!ch, however, failed to give the in- 
formation that he had again changed 
his name to Davis, having been 
adopted by a Chicago family. 


The letter stated that he was about 


to leave for Clrnton for two weeks,

, In the summer of 1921 Jugo-Slavia, 
dissatisfied with a decision in regard 
to a tract of land near the boundary 
lin« between itself and Albania adopt- 
ed the old Balkan method of seiz- 
ing the section of country wanted 
in the belief that a settlement more 
to Its liking would follow from the 
fact of. possession. 


What happened? 
Lloyd George, prime minister of 


England, telegraphed the conncU of

Looking after the welfare of min- 


ority- races in different nations, su- 
pervising the condition of the popu- 
lations in mandated territory, study-

mission 
It is true that American 


society is perhaps over organized and 
that Decatur has organizations in 
plenty but here is a little activity 
which could be established with no 
cost to the city but which would, in 
the years to come,*mean much to De- 
catur as a means of maintaining its 
reputation as * city of fine trees. 


A tree .commission, with no power 


except that of advisory suggestion, 
a smab commission of not to exceed 
three men who are interested in 
trees who would agree to serve as 
advisers in regard to the setting out 
of trees on city parkings and else- 
where would do much good 


Now, all too often, a tree dies on 


a city parking, the owner of the 
abutting property cuts It. down or 
calls in the city street department to 
remove it and none is set out to re- 
place it. 


Perhaps it is the 
weedy poplar 


which has come out 
The owner of 


the property has become tired of 
raking up leaves which begin 
to 


fall from that kind of a tree before 


the leaves are fully out in the spring. 
H»4s not interested* In trees, tired 
of them in lact, but if, when such a 
tree is removed by the street de- 
partment, ft tree commission could 
be notified and then that commission 
could suggest to the property owner 
that another tree should he started 
to re-place the one removed, also sug- 
gesting what kind of a trea would 
be suitable, where it could be se- 
cured, even what the probable cost 
would be, many trees would be re- 
placed with good trees where now 
none at all are set out. 
' 


This tree commission IE In use in 


many cities. It has been found to 
be valuable in keeping up an interest 
in the trees. It has led to system- 
atic replacements of dead trees as 
well as to the proper planting of 
trees in new additions.

Tht 
reader of a modern newspaper rare- 
ly reads it all—almost never reads 
it all, 
Newspaper readers acquire 


the habit or faculty of making a 
quick selection of the news which in- 
terests then. 
They read that. They 


do not read the other,parts of the 
paper thoroughly. 


Here Is where the spoken or radio 


substitute for the newspaper is weak. 
One must listen to all or must wait 
for the speaking of ths particular 
part"" in which he is interested in the 
vocal newspaper. 


It will not 
work. The modern 


reader selects his news as he selects 
his food at 'a restaurant 
He picks 


his favorites from the bill of fare He 
seldom tries to "eat the whole bill.'L
